I borrowed a 
school bus from one of our friends 
in town last year, and I w<as assur¬ 
ed that I can borrow it again pro¬ 
viding that the trustee did not get 
a new bus. 

The Mon/ticel'lo Club has bought 
twenty-five steel folding chairs for 
the Home and will get another 
twenty-five chairs as soon as we 
have enough funds. It would be 
very nice for other clubs to do some¬ 
thing like that. We have been 
borrowing the chairs from our lo¬ 
cal funeral director, and lately it 
was noticed that they did not like 
it so that was why the Monticeilo 
Club is trying to take care of the 
chairs. 

Mrs. Miller and daughter's with 
the help of John Howard have been 
putting the garden in shape, and 
there is a nice garden. They are 
hoping that they can get more can¬ 
ned goods this year as the prices 
Of groceries are too steep for this 
Home.

Office of Vocational Rehabilitation 
Washington 25, D. C. 

A special intensive adjustment 
and training course to enable illi¬ 
terate or unschooled deaf men and 
women from all parts of the coun¬ 
try to earn their own living by cor¬ 
recting their “non-communicative 
existence” will be conducted at 
Flint, Michigan, beginning June 2-0, 
Federal Security Administrator Os¬ 
car R. Ewing announced today. 

The course will be the first of 
its kind and will be under the aus¬ 
pices of the State-Federal partner¬ 
ship program of vocational rehabil¬ 
itation for civilians, according to 
Michael J. Sboritley, director of the 
Office of Vocational Rehabilitation 
It will be held at the Michigan 
School for the Deaf and will run 
from June 2-0 through July 30, 
Shorbley said. Under special con¬ 
ditions, some -of the illiterate deaf 
persons may receive training 
through August 27. 

Harley Z. Wooden, superinten¬ 
dent of the Flint school, is setting 
up the course for Michigan’s Divi¬ 
sion of Vocational Rehabilitation, 
and the rehabilitation agencies of 
all other States are being invited 
bo send their clients. 

-Specific objectives of the course 
are improvement of the deaf per¬ 
son’s means o:f communication, and 
an understanding' of 1 directions, 
transportation, money, time, per¬ 
sonal hygiene, community relation¬ 
ships and responsibilities, employ¬ 
er-employee relationships, and basic 
materials, tools, and processes. 

Admission to the course will be 
based on the client’s capacity for 
personal adjustment and pre-voica- 
tiomal training, and his passing a 
satisfactory medical examination. 


“'By a course such as this the av¬ 
erage educable, illiterate deaf adult 
can be rehabilitated through his re¬ 
lease from the isolation and de¬ 
pendence of a non-communicative 
existence,” Shortley said. “He may 
then! continue his development 
through paid employment and as¬ 
sociation with educated deaf peo¬ 
ple. 

“In the five-year period since 
services of the State-Federal pro¬ 
gram of vocational rehabilitation 
for civilians were expanded by new 
legislation, Shortley said, nearly 
220,000 disabled men and women 
have been rehabilitated into suit¬ 
able employment and are making 
their own living. This number in¬ 
cludes 1T7J5®1 people disabled by 
deafness or impaired hearing. It 
is estimated that men and women 
rehabilitated under the program 
will pay back, in Federal income 
taxes alone, ten dollars for every 
Federal dollar spent in their re¬ 
habilitation!.”
